JUDGMENTS OF 
APPELLATE COURT 
ARE HANDED DOWN 


Important Cases Disposed of by 
Division—Three Plaintiffs 
Win 


The appellate division of the Su- 
preme court has disallowed the judg- 
ment in the action of Geo, Stowe vs 
G.T.R. Ry. Mr, Justice Scott the trial 
judge gave judgment for the plaintiff 
for $700 and costs. The plaintif€ ts 
the owner of a certain quarter section 
of land adjoning the G.T.P. right-of- 
way.

LAST PIER OF STEEL BRIDGE AT 
PEACE RIVER WILL BE FINISHED 
BY MARCH SAYS THE ENGINEER 


Forms Ready Waiting to Be Placed in Position—Structure Being | 
Erected by Central Canada Railway Co. Estimated to Cost $1,000,- 
000—Enterprise Will Play Important Part in Development of the 


North Country. 


PEACE RIVER, Feb. 14.—In less 
than a year from the time of com- 
mencement, the piers for the big steel 
bridge of the Central Canada railway, 
which spans the mighty Peace at) 
Peace River Crossing, will have been 
completed, 8, C, Hill, superintendent 
of the construction, siates that by the 
middle of March the final touches will 
have been put to the last pier, No. 8, 
which is the last deep-water pler to be} 
built, and for which the forms are all 
ready to be placed in position as soon 
as No, 7 is completed. 

No, 6 Fintshed 

Last fall all the pires, pedestals and 
abutments had been completed, there 
remaining only piers 6, 7 and 8, and 
in the deep water, to finish. For this 
it was necessary to await the firm 
freezing over of the river, No. 6 was 
then the first one to be tackled, as it 
was the nearest to the side where 
plant and supplies of material were 
located, This pier is now about com- 
pleted and will be finished this week. 
Piers had been constructed last win- 
ter in the deep water to a height of 
last season's low-water level, but a 
change of plans was found necessary 
in o1der io build massive noses at 
their front end to protect them from 
heavy ice and dobris which come down 
stream at the time of break-up, These 
project out In front of the piers at an 
angie and have had to be planned 
ard constructed before the plers prop- 
er could be further heightened. wach 
of them requires 500 tons of concrete 
and large quantities of rock. 

Progress of Work 

It is very interesting to watch the 
work progressing. Practical prepara- 
tion is made for every emergency and! 
the laying of the subaqueous con-| 
struction, so that when tne structure 
is built up to aboye water level it is 
perfectly centred and aligned, is truly| 
wonderful, 

Above water, each pier is housed In| 
a large fraine building, the walls be-| 
ing several feet out from the sides) 
and ends of the pier. The interior is 
then kept heated, day and night, with 
wood stoves The mixture of cement 
and gravel is steam heated and placed, 
warm, in the big pier form, It is sev-| 
eral days, therefore, before the whole} 
mass is cooled off. In this way, de- 
spite below-zero weather, the work 
g0es merrily on, and a sound, safe job| 
is guaranteed, Every form- section is! 
censtructed beforehand from mathe-)| 
matically figured out plans and de-| 
signs, and thus no hitch is permitted} 
to delay the work. 

Mr. Hill took The Bulletin repre- 
sentative all over the works the other 
day and very kindly and interestingly 
explained every detail of preparation 
for and construction of the work, In 
all, since April 22 last, two abutments. 
six pedestals and six concrete piers 
have been completed, besides 800 feet 
of temporary bridging for the ap- 
proach to the bridge constructed. The 
deep-water piers are located in 40 
feet of water, and all the piers are 
Luilt up to a level 33 feet above low 
water level. They are now using an 
average of a carload of cement per 
day. These facts give one an idea of 
the magnitude of the job of construct- 
ing a railway bridge across such a 
stream as the Peace, 

Faith in North 

That the Central Canada Raltlway! 
ecmpany are undertaking such an ex-| 
pensive piece of construction—the 
bridge is estimated to cost one million 
dollars—for the purpose of getting | 
across to the west side of the river,| 
surely will impress the average iay-| 
man with the conviction that there) 
are those who have a deep and abid-| 
ing faith in a great and prosperous! 
future for the Peace River country, 
We are but at the dawn of an era of 
development and prosperity, the like 
of which will put our most fantastic 
dreams into the shade. Agricultural 
pursuits in all their phases, mineral 
development, oil production, ete., are 
all going to receive a wonderful im- 
petus in the rs that are coming 
quickly, As yet, Peace River, with all 
its wonderful possibilities, its marvyel-

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The Facts As To Conscription. 


Sir Robert Borden has issued a 
statement regarding the operation 
of the Military Service Act which 
is informing in several respects. 
Among other things it makes clear 
that statements issued by the Gov- 
ernment regarding the raising of 
reinforcements under the Act are 
due to be received with caution 
and examined with scrutiny. It is 
claimed in the statement that dur- 
ing the five months from the Ist of 
September up to and including the 
9th of February 46,696 men were 
added to the reinforcements for 
the army, while the detailed 
figures given establish that noth- 
ing of the kind occurred. Ac- 
cording to these details, 16,448 
men enlisted voluntarily in these 
five months, including, of course, 
the men who volunteered to avoid 
being drafted, while the total 
number of men called up for ser- 
vices was 20,407, of whom 16,776 


actually reported for duty, The} 


reinforcements secured during the 
period, were, therefore, not 46,696, 
but 33,234. 

When Sir Robert Borden an- 
nounced the intention to adopt 
conscription last May, men were 
enlisting voluntarily —- and had 
been during the previous year—at 
the rate of from six to eight thous- 
and per month. For four months 
following the announcement no 
men were conscripted, while 
voluntary enlistment fell away 50 
per cent. While twenty thousand 
recruits were lost in this interval 
between the announcement of con- 
scription and its application, the 
statement establishes that since 
conscription has been 
men are not being secured as 
rapidly as under voluntary enlist- 
ment. It is also to be borne in 
mind that of the twenty thousand 
additional volunteers who would 
have enlisted last summer a large 
number would now be ready to go 
into the trenches, while of the 
drafted men none can yet be in 
condition to go to France. : 

How heavily voluntary enlist- 


ment fell off with the application | 


of conscription is instanced in the 
fact that only 16,448 volunteers 
have been secured in the last five 


months, including those who 
volunteered because they were 
liable to be drafted. The hope | 
that the threat of conscription 


would stimulate voluntary enlist- 
ment, and thereby make conserip- 
tion unnecessary, has obviously 
not been fulfilled. 

It is stated in the announcement 
that on February 2nd, 52,165 
claims for exemption were pend- 
ing—that is, roughly, three times 
the number of men who had been 
called and reported for service. 
The number called added to the 
number whose claims or exemption 
were pending total 72,572, as the 
maximum number that can 
sibly be secured under the present 
call. Obviously if the proposed 


one hundred thousand draftees are } 


to be got the exempted men of 
Class 1 will have to be re-examined 
or Clasg 2 called up. 

A previous statement gave the 
total number of men in Class 1, 
in the distriets cited in the present 
statement, to be 459,811. As the 
Government are only trying to get 


72,572 from this number, and are | 


certain to get something less than 
that, it is obvious that in some 
parts of the country at least there 
has been several times as much 
exemption as conscription up to 
date.

Ottawa, Feb. 16—The Canada food 
board has just received fross the Brit- 
ish ministry of food a memorandum 
showing the estimated supplies of beef 
and mutton available for the civilian 
population of Great Britain during 
1918. Jt reveals an estimated defici- 
ency In supplies of beef and mutton 
amounting to nearly 30 per cent ae 
compared with 1916-17, and approx- 
imately 45 per cent as compared with 
1918-14. The consumption of these 
during the last year of peace 
was 150,000 tons per month. During 
1916-17 this amound had fallen to 
120,000 tons per .month. The avyail- 
able supplies at present in sight for 
the current year are Not more than 
88,900 tons per month. The memor-

“You see that for the beginning I 
rely more on international confer- 
ence than on international tribunals {n 
dealing with the larger international 
disputes. 
my opinion, is to get nations into the 
habit of settling their own differences 
by other means than war; to accus- 
tom them to discussions, debate and 
conferences as the normal resource 
in dispute, and to lay down such regu- 
lations as will enforce this habit. 

No Limtt to League, 

| -“If a prolonged international con- 
sideration of the league of nations idea 
shows we can go still further, nobody 
will be more rejoiced than I, and there 
is no limit I would place on an ad- 
vance in that direction, except the 
limits of possibility and purpose. But 
I am a little afraid when I see some 
}of the elaborate schemes which have 
been arranged in various quarters, 

| “They will be found open to many 
ovjections when they come to the in- 
ternational table for examination and 
I am afraid that the enemies of this
